-Archbishop 
Ireland, of Minnesota, called on the 
President yesterday and gave the 
chief magistrate his news in relation 
to Indian schools in the Northwest 
H e was asked if the Pope seriously 
thought of leaving Rome, as reported, 
and replied that under no circum­ 
stances would he do so. 
He called at 
tin* Indian bureau on business con­ 
nected with the Sisseton Indian re­ 
servation. 
The church claims 100 
acres there, but not having chosen an 
allotment or built a church, there is 
some doubt as to securing the land. 
At an election, held some tim e ago, it 
was 
decided there should 
Ik* no 
Catholic school on the reservation, 
but the archbishop says that fraud 
was practiced and a new election is 
to be held. 
He wits infoim ed that 
complaints had been received that 
the Catholic church was educating 
more than its ouota of Turtle moun­ 
tain Indians. 
It was said that many 
Indian children were sent across the 
boundary from Manitoba and the 
government was educating Canadian 
Indiana. 
H e fienrd that there was a 
disposition on the part of the ad­ 
ministration not to treat the Catholics 
fairly but he found no such disposi­ 
tion ex isted.

In an ex plosion of a gun on j 
the ship Princeton, while on an ex ­ 
cursion on the Potomac river, her 
father was killed, and his body being 
taken to the W hite House, the daugh­ 
ter then formed the acquaintance of 
Mr. Tyler, and very soon became his 
wife. After the death of her husband 
in 1861 she resided in New York un- j 
til recently, when she went to Rich- j 
mond, Va. 
Her surviving children, 
two sons and two daughters, are 
prominent people, her elder son be­ 
ing president of William and Mary 
college.

Wiiat They Found. 
Th« * party who went to Mille Lacs 
from Aitkin to investigate the r« q>orts 
to the effect that some parties were 
trying to lower the lake returae« ! to­ 
day, and say that there are live or six 
lumbering firms interested in the 
matter, who have logs iu the lake, and 
in the river below the lake, which 
they are unable to drive. 
These firms 
have a crew of men who have dredged 
the outlet to the depth of three feet 
for the distance of about three hun­ 
dred yards and ex tending into the 
lake some fifty yards. 
The outlet on 
Rum river empties from the lake into 
a large bay in which the water is 
shallow. The northerly winds have 
caused a sand bar to form in this bay. 
It is believed that the outlet has been 
dredged out enough to lower the 
lake from two to three feet 
If such 
proves to be the case it will practically 
close up the outlet unless it is kept 
open by artificial means. This means 
ruin to the lower rivers. 
The lake is 
notv two feet lower thau it was two 
years ago. 
The work is b« *ing pros­ 
ecuted entirely on the reservation. 
Mille Lacs lake has no large feeders, 
all streams running into it are mere 
creeks. 
In consequence of this fact 
the lake rises very slowly. 
It would, 
therefore, take a good many years 
for the lake to again rise .as high as 
it formerly was, even if the outlet was 
dammed so as to completely shut off 
the water. 
Thus it will be seen that 
the damage to the lake, as well as to 
the river, will ex ceed the value of all 
the logs in the lake, besides placing in 
jeopardy the futur« * water supply of 
»St. Paul and Minneapolis.—Telegram.

It seems almost certain now 
that the reservation will be opene« L 
The White Earth Indians are oppos­ 
ed to it on account of the wrong con­ 
struction placed uikri it 
It is pre­ 
dicted by the intelligent Indians and 
white men on this reservation that 
the prejudice against it will be over­ 
come when it ha« been fully ex plained 
to th« » m by the cotnmi« **ion. The gen­ 
eral id« *a among the White Earth In­ 
dians is to secure as much land as 
possible to each individual and the 
provision of the bill is ample in thi« 
respect. The Indians here will ask 
the commission to recommend to 
congress the enactment of laws for a 
local government on this reservation. 
Nothing will bo « lone here until H. M. 
Rice's return from tit. Paul, where 
he has been called on account ot ihe 
s« *rious illues of his brother Hon. Ed­ 
mund Rice. 
The Red Lake reservation contain» 
3,200,000 acres of land. It ex tends 
from town 117 north of town 162 
north, and east and west from range 
2.7 west of the fifth principal meridian 
to rang« * 12 west. 
There are some 
high ridges of land iu th« tagtern, 
southeastern and northern portions, 
but the greater j>ortiou is level or 
slightly rolling. The greater portion 
is in Beltrami county, but it reaches 
into Itasca, Kittson, Marshall and 
Polk counties ulso. The eastern and 
southeastern portions a# e covered 
with heavy growths of pine timber ( Simpson’« *1 
and the shores of the lake from which | ‘thout ¿ ¡» « in' 
the reservation takes its name are 
skirted for several miles back with 
some of the finest standing pine in 
the country. 
The population of the 
united reservations of Leech Lak« \ 
Mille Lacs, Red Lake. White Earth

Within the tom bs were 
perfect skeletons, vases anil other 
objects, the anthjue lam ps l*eing in 
such good condition tha t April 
lH, 
when the new find was inspected by 
a party of German archaeologists, 
the workmen made

well preserved ineriptions are chiefly 
in Greek, with some Latin, and prove 
tha t the epoch of these tom bs was 
about 1,000 B. C.

Take a common box, such as is 
used for packing tom atoes; upon a 
two-inch layer of fresh, clean oats 
place the egcs, large end down, and 
leave spore ot a t least an inc h be­ 
tween the eggs; cover with a layer of 
oats and then [>14)48» another layer i» t 
eggs as before, until the box is near­ 
ly full; fill it with oats, packing the 
grain in neatly screw on tbe top; place 
your box in a cool celler, and turn 
it upside down every other day. It 
strictly fresh egg« tin* use« 1 and the 
turning in attended to as directed, 
few [tersou* will know them from 
fresh eggs, nnd will certainly Iu» much 
superior to limed or pickled eggs.

ih e Doctor W ho Is a V erita ble 
Thorn in the F lesh of the 
Sioux Commission. 


Washington 
, July 7 —T he hand of D r 
B iaud w us plainly visible in the difficulties 
encountered by tlu Sioux comnuHSJon at 
P ine 
Ridge and 
Rosebud. 
Ibau.l is the 
incutor of lied Cloud. Bed Cloud has a pood 
deal of influence a t l’ine Ridge and som e at 
Rosebud. B aud had lied Cloud here som e 
tim e ago, aud paraded him up and dow n 
tow n among: all the Indian crauks, to the 
equal d clig at of the cranks and the chief. 
The ostensible object of the visit w as to try 
to pet hold ot the m oney appro priated 
by the Sioux blil to pay for R?d C loud’s 
ponies taken from him in 187 6 . 
Bland 
know s very well tha t he c a n ’t pet hold of 
this m oney now. 
The bill protects it very 
carefully. 
It is to be distributed to in ­ 
dividual claim ants, a lte r the o ther objects 
of the law are carried o ut 
B ut he en­ 
couraged 
Red 
Cloud 
to 
com e 
here 
and 
inproved 
the 
opportunity 
to 
coach 
him 
in 
opposition 
to 
the 
openiug of the reservation. 
The doctor has 
been in co n stan t com m unication w ith the 
Indians a t these agencies since the com m is­ 
sion w ent out. 
He would bke to po there 
bnnseir, I ut prudential co nsidera'ions pre­ 
vent. 
The last tim e he saw Pino 11 dge he 
w as drum m ed o ut of the reservation be­ 
tw een tw o thieves by the order of the agent. 
B ut he has corre-fiondents and represen ta­ 
tives am ong the tqua w m en of both agencies, 
aud a g reat m any of the m inor chiefs are 
under his infiu« nee, as well as Red Cloud. It 
was undoubtedly his devices 
tha t held the 
Rosebud Indians back from signing so long, 
until Gen. Crook broke dow n his influence 
ttnd brought them in iu a body. The task w as 
harder a t Pine Ridge, w here Red Cioud, who 
w as under B land’s thum b,L ai quite a strong 
party. 
Dr. Biand is pretty well know n in the In ­ 
dian co un try and in the Indian bureau, and 
he keeps scrupulously aw ay from bo:h. 
His 
ii 11 of operations is uinonp the wise old 
Indies of the E astern philanthropic centers, 
who w ant to settle the Iotlian problem for 
the Indians and tne nation w itho ut the 
troublesom e prelim inary of know ing any­ 
thin g about iu 
These wise o il lad.es are 
m ilch cow s for B land, who is a professional 
friend of tue Indian and a philan thro pist for 
revenue.

¡Meaeliam is dead, and a 
classic .1 m axim adm onishes n ot to discuss 
bis character. 
Dr. Bland is his w orthy suc­ 
cessor. 
Very littla is know about the m em ­ 
bership of this Indian D efense association. 
T hey are apparently very decent p* ople, 
how ever. They are indu-trious pavers of 
heil. 
Nobody ever 
m ean t better. 
But. 
w hat they don’t know about the Indian 
question would till volum es. 
'Ihey are the 
n atural victim s of selii'h in trig uers lise 
M eaeliam aud B and, and are regarded by 
the Inm an bureau in the light of a visitation 
of providence.

The secre’ is stid inviolate (?). 
B ut there La- been a patient w orker for 
lany years garnering sciaps of inform ation, 
mien, put together, has a t last bro ug ht the 
rm cipie to iighL 
At first the w ork was 
one to fe rre t out the secret; but as the 
cars rolled by and no practical result was 
reduced, the g atherin g of 
the 
details 
ropped to the insignificance of a search for 
uriosity. 
Tins pa tien t w orker is a m achinist living 
n *_Locust. stre et in Philadelphia, w ho has 
ecu em plcvcd by Keely, oft and on, for 
igbteen years. 
In this tim e he has m ade 
ipies of every draw ing and sketches of 
very pa rt that nas com e under his observa- 
on.

'n a fertile district northeast of the 
Trauskei, and lying due south of Natal 
Jt is now under the protectorate of Cape 
Colony. The reasons for this new pro­ 
tectorate are obvious. 
In the first 
place, by establishing it. we have com­ 
pleted the half circle of British colony 
which now extends in unbroken boo- 
cession between Capetown and Natal, 
thus making us virtual protectors of the 
tv hole seaboard and {torts between those 
two poi nts. In the second place, we have 
kept out other nations—the Germans 
and the Dutch, for instance who have 
for some time cast a longing eye ujHjn 
the fertile plains of Pond**1 and 
The Bondon are a rich nation so far 
.is cattle is concerned, arui their country 
allows them to grow mealies and corn 
aud tobacco in profusion without mud 
trouble and labor. 
Pondoland is vert 
mountainous, and at the same time ex­ 
tremely well watered. The sea-ehoro 
is covered with brush and forest. 
The 
principal trade of the country enter* 
Pondoland across the river Umtumvuna 
from Natal, or bv way of Umtata from 
King William*! Town through Tenibu- 
land, which lies immediately southeast. 
I he export* of Pondoland ar** princi 
{. illy hides, horn and cattle.

er" of the country have been hitherto 
>utlaws aud other adventurous persons 
v, im have cherup tq resiflt*. beyond 
British jurisdiction.

open by artificial means. This means j 
ruin to the lower liven*. The lake is 
now two feet lower thau it was two i 
years ago. 
The work is b**ing pros- j 
ecuted entirely on the reservation. ! 
J Alille Lacs lake has no large feeders. 
I all streams running into it are mere 
I creeks. 
In consequence of this fact j 
j the lake rises very slowly. 
It would. 
* therefore, take a good many years 
for the lake to again rise as high as 
it formerly was, even if the outlet was 
dammed so as to completely shut off 
I the water. 
Thus it will bo seen that j 
the damage to the lake, as well as to 
the river, will exceed the value of ail ! 
the logs in the lake, besides placing in 
jeopardy the future water supply of j 
S t Faul and Minneapolis.—Telegram.

A subterranean chamber has been 
discovered under a house on the hill­ 
side at Naples. 
Along the center

which the stuccoed aud painted, and 
decorated with terra cotta and mar­ 
ble reliefs. 
Within the tom bs were 
perfect skeletons, vases and other 
objects, the antique lamps Iteing in 
such good condition that April 
18, 
when the new find was inspected bv 
a party of German archieologists, 
the workmen made 
u s e of them 
to light up the vaults. The many 
well preserved inceptions are chiefly 
in Greek, with some Latin, and prove 
that the epoch of these tombs was 
about 1,000 B. C.

P re s e rv in g E g g s, 
Now is the time the egg preserver 
may get in his work. In many towns, 
botli east and west, shrewd men are 
packing eggs by the thousands at 
the cost of less than I cent each. 
Next winter they will sell at J cents 
each, when fresh eggs are .">0 per cent 
nigher. Eggs packed aud treated as 
follows can be kept throe months, and 
seem and look like fresh eggs. 
Take ti common box, such as ie 
used for packing tomatoes; upon a 
two-inch layer of fresh, clean oats 
place the eggs, large end down, and 
leave space of at least an inch be­ 
tween the eggs; cover with a layer of 
oats and then place another layer of 
eggs as before, until the box is near­ 
ly full; fill it with oats, packing the 
grain in neatly screw on tire top; place 
your box in a cool ceiler, and turn 
it upside down every other day. It 
strictly fresh eggs are used and the 
turning is attended to as directed, 
few persons will know them from 
fresh eggs, and will certainly be mud* 
superior to limed or pickled eggs,

“Stupidity” was adm itted in one 
of the Berlin law courts os an ex­ 
tenuating circumstance in a case of 
bigam y. The delendant. a Pole, had 
married some years ago a native of 
his own village, who had borne him 
four children. The greater part o 
the year he was absent from home, 
like many Polish workmen, working 
elsewhere. 
In the winter when he was 
at home, his better half mingled with 
her caresses bitter reproaches because 
he did not earn so much as his com­ 
rades. 
As this kind of welcome re­ 
peated itself every year, the little 
reason th at he is now judged to pos­ 
sess suggested to him th at it was 
more prudent to quit his home for­ 
ever. 
He came to Berlin, and here 
also his want of common sense made 
him yield to the tem ptation to get 
married again. 
When summoned be­ 
fore the court the judge duly ex­ 
plained to him the enormity of the 
crime of bigamy, reminding him that 
we were not living in Turkey. 
His 
legal and geographical knowledge 
could not bring the m atter home to 
him, 
and 
he excused 
himself on 
the ground that, as he had not seen 
his wife for four years, he did not 
consider there was any harm 
in 
marrying a second time. The public 
prosecutor asked that the defendant 
should be sentenced to two years’ 
imprisonment with hard labor, but 
the judge wisely took a lenient view’ 
of the case, announcing th at the 
boundless stupidity of the prisoner 
was an extenuating circumstance, 
and therefore he would only sentence 
him to imprisonment for one year 
and a half.—London Telegraph.

Bramerd’s Portion. 
The insurance commissioner has 
filed with the state auditor a certified 
list of the cities, villages and other 
municipal corporations which have 
reported to him 
that they have 
organized fire departments, as well 
as the amount of premiums received 
by fire insurance companies in each 
of those towns, with the amounts 
collected thereon. Under the law half 
of thetax levied upon the companies 
by the commissioner is payable to the 
towns having regularly organized fire 
departments. The total amount they 
will receive this year is $28,680.73. Of 
this sum Brainerd gets $198.44.
